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SELECTMEN'S REPORT. 

To the Tax-Payers of the Tcnvn of Proctor: — 

In presenting this, the first annual report of the officers 
of the town of Proctor, we cannot refrain from congTatulating 
you upon the happy termination of our contest for the man- 
agement of our own local affairs. It has certainly worked in 
the line of economy and simplicity in the management of the 
same, and has awakened an increased interest in and devotion 
to our common public good. 

FIRST CONSTABLE. 

Mr. John McDevitt, who was elected first constable at 
the March n}eeting, having resigned, on the 12th day of 
August we appointed Henry C. Bloomer first constable to fill 
the vacancy, and he duly qualified. 

INSURANCE. 

There was one thousand dollars of insurance on the Dou- 
ble-Road Crossing bridge, which has been duly assigned to this 
town. We have also placed eight hundred dollars of insur- 
ance on the bridge in the village, and four hundred dollars on 
our one-half interest in the Gorham bridge. 

BONDS OF TOWN OFFICERS. 

In accordance with the duty imposed upon us by Section 
2674 of the Revised Laws, we required a bond often thousand 
dollars from the treasurer, one of five thousand dollars from 
the town clerk, and one of twenty-five hundred dollars from 
the first constable and collector. All of said officers have 
given bonds for said amounts which we have duly approved. 
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ROADS. 

The roads within the village limits are much superior to 
those outside. This is due to the fact that the village had con- 
trol of its highway money for two years before the incorpora- 
tion of the town. They have adopted the plan of making 
permanent improvements upon the highways, rather than the 
policy of mere makeshift from season to season, and hence 
have the reputation of having the best roads there are in the 
vicinity. We have endeavored to make a beginning towards 
the same policy on the outside roads. In order, however, that 
the roads of the whole town may be uniform the village char- 
ter should be amended so that some portion of the highway 
money raised in the village may be used outside if necessary. 

SETTLEMENT WITH RUTLAND. 

We were able to agree with the selectmen of the town of 
Rutland upon the appraisal of the personal property belonging 
to the town and also upon a statement of the town's liabilities, 
including the outstanding orders and accrued interest, which we 
examined in detail. We could not agree, however, upon the 
appraisal of the town hall and town farm, or upon certain 
questions of the legal basis on which the apportionment 
should be made. We, therefore, applied for the appointment 
of commissioners, and upon stipulation the Court appointed 
Hon. W. H. H. Bingham of Stowe, Hon. S. C. Shurtleff of 
Montpelier, and Hon. U. A. Woodbury of Burlington. The 
decision of the commissioners, which is elsewhere in these re- 
ports printed in full, we consider a reasonably fair settlement, 
and we trust that it will be satisfactory to the tax-payers of 
the town. 
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UNSETTLED MATTERS WITH TOWN OF 
RUTLAND. 

The award of the commissioners was a settlement only 
of matters up to March 1st, last. Since that time the town of 
Rutland has adjusted and paid some claims arising prior to 
the division, of which, by the terms of our charter, we are 
to pay our proper proportion. The amount of the claim 
of the town of Rutland against us on that account to 
date, they report to be about ;^ 177.90. We have not ex- 
amined the matter, but we do not anticipate that there will be 
any trouble in agreeing with the selectmen of Rutland with 
reference to it. Also Section 6 of the Act of Incorporation 
provides that "In case the money raised for erecting Memorial 
Hall shall prove insufficient to complete the same according 
to the plans and specifications agreed upon, the town of Proc- 
tor shall contribute its share necessary to complete the same 
as agreed, in proportion as its grand list now is to the grand 
list of the whole town of Rutland." There has not been 
any adjustment of our liability thereunder, but as the Memo- 
rial Hall is nearing completion this matter also can probably 
be settled during the coming year. 

SETTLEMENT WITH PITTSFORD. 

We had no difficulty in agreeing with the selectmen of 
the town of Pittsford for an apportionment between that town 
and this. The balance our due has already been paid to the 
town. The settlement in detail is elsewhere printed in these 
reports in full. 

TOWN DEBT. 

To meet the payment due the town of Rutland, which by 
law was payable within thirty days from the date of the decis- 
ion of the commissioners, we raised thirty-five hundred dol- 
lars at the Amherst Savings Bank, Amherst, Mass., on two 
orders accepted by the treasurer, payable one and two years 
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after date, respectively, with interest at five per cent semi-an- 
nually. That amount, the small balance due on orders out- 
standing, and the undetermined liability of the town for unset- 
tled matters with the town of Rutland, mentioned above, con- 
stitute our whole debt, excepting only the U. S. surplus fund, 
The debt of the town is not large and in a few years can be 
entirely removed without burden to the tax-payers. 

OVERSEER OF THE POOR. 

We believe that your overseer of the poor has given much 
time to careful inquiry into the cases of need reported to him, 
and that he has wisely distributed the public charity. He 
deserves a fair remuneration for his services, but as there was 
no precedent to guide us, we have not made any settlement 
with him. We commend his faithful and efficient work to the 
consideration of the voters at their meeting.

One year's experience in the management of our own 
affairs has fully confirmed the claims which were made by our 
people as to the economy and convenience of such a change. 
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Of $S,o66.gg of taxes payable to the town, ^4,900.23 was 
paid to the Treasurer in time to save the 4 per cent, discount, 
and of the balance ;^ 133.25 has been paid to the Collector, leav- 
ing only ,$33.5 1 remaining unpaid, or less than two-thirds of 
one per cent to cover all abatements, for error and other- 
wise, and all taxes uncollected. 

Our grand list has never been so carefully made up as 
during the past year, and the only case of appeal from the 
list, as filed by the listers, was for error in the quadrennial 
appraisal in 1886. The general machinery of the town offices 
is in good shape. The principal questions of controversy with 
our neighbors have been satisfactorily settled, and we feel that 
at the end of this, our first year of corporate existence, we can 
congratulate the citizens of the town upon its prosperous con- 
dition and prospects.

TOWN AGENT'S REPORT. 



The only litigation during the year in which the town 
was interested was the case of the town of Proctor vs. the town 
of Rutland. Our selectmen being unable to agree with the 
selectmen of the town of Rutland for the apportionment of the 
assets and liabilities of said town, directed that an appeal be 
made to commissioners, under section 6 of our act of incor- 
poration. The application for commissioners was made 
April 15th, and hearings were held May loth and May 
23d. The arguments were afterwards submitted in writ- 
ing, and a decision was rendered Oct. 1st. The general 
details of this controversy are well known to all. The decis- 
ion supported every contention made by us as to the legal 
basis of the division, and in particular denied the claims of 
Rutland as to the highway deficit. The appraisal of the Town 
Hall, although not so large as we would have liked, was still 
double the amount Rutland was willing to concede and ought 
to be fairly satisfactory. The whole expense of the litigation 
to the town was ^96.72, being the amount of money disbursed 
by me, as follows :

Report of Superintendent of Schools. 



It has been generally conceded that our schools have 
been doing better work for the past few years than at any pre- 
vious time. This ha;s been largel)^ owing to the fact that the 
tax-payers, and especially the parents, have seen more clearly 
the need of improvement and have given the matter more 
attention, and that the schools have been increased in number, 
making each school smaller, so that teachers have been able 
to do better work and attain better results. 

For the past two or three years the average daily attend- 
ance, as compared with the total number of scholars has been 
much larger. The committee, teachers and parents have 
labored faithfully for this end, and T am sure all admit the 
good that has come from it. 

Owing to the large increase in the number of schools, 
and especially to the large number of scholars accommodated 
in the new school building, it seemed best to employ a princi- 
pal. The experiment, I think, has resulted in good, and I 
think in time still more good can be accomplislied in this way. 

We have maintained during the past year six schools in 
the village district, one in district No. lo, and have had some 
scholars in district No. 6 in Pittsford, which has been treated 
as a fractional district. 

The upper room in the stone school-house has been 
remodeled, and new, improved seats and desks added to it, 
and it is now as desirable a school-room as we have in the 
town. It is intended for small scholars, and has been made 
in every way comfortable, and is certainly a credit to the town. 
During the past year a few new seats have been added in some 
of the rooms in the large school-building. 
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The primary schools in the village have been without 
doubt overcrowded, and better results would be obtained by 
increasing the number of schools at least one. This could be 
readily done without extra expense, except the salary of 
another teacher, as we have three rooms unoccupied, and two 
of them in good condition for a school. 

Several of the pupils in the higher school attended the 
annual teachers' examination in the spring, two of them 
received full certificates, and I think that all obtained much 
good from the trial. It is hoped that a good number may 
take the examination the coming spring. 

Parents cannot be too strongly urged to see that their 
children all attend school, and with the utmost possible regu- 
larity. Irregularity in attendance on the part of any scholar 
is a great annoyance and drawback, not only to the teacher 
but to the school in general. 

I have granted certificates for one year to the following 
persons : — Mrs. J. D. Thatcher, Mr. O. H. Coolidge, Miss 
Annie Steele, Miss Delle Robinson, Miss Bessie Toohey, Miss 
Cora Baldwin, Miss Laurette Glasson, Miss Winnie Kelley, 
Miss Nellie Creer.

DECISION OF THE COMMISSIONERS 

IN THE MATTER OF 

Settlement with Town of Rutland. 



The undersigned, commissioners appointed by the pre- 
siding judge of the county court for the county of Rutland, 
for the purpose of apportioning the assets and liabilities 
between the towns of Rutland and Proctor, in accordance with 
section 6 of Act No. 137 of the session laws of 1 886, approved 
Nov. 18, 1886, on such notice to the parties as is required by 
said act, heard all the parties in interest and considered the 
evidence submitted. It was conceded that if said apportion- 
ment is made on the basis of the grand list of 1886, as required 
by said act, that the proportion of the indebtedness should be 
borne in the following proportions, viz. : The town of Rut- 
land and West Rutland, .9127 per cent; the town of 
Proctor, .oSyT, per cent. The town of Rutland claimed 
that the indebtedness on account of highways should 
be apportioned on a different basis, but the commissioners do 
not, either by the terms of said act or by any other equitable 
considerations, as the duty to keep its highways in repair rests 
primarily on the whole town by statute. Any other construc- 
tion of the law would impose the burden of keeping its high- 
ways in repair unequally upon the tax-payers of different por- 
tions of the town, which the commissioners do not think the 
legislature intended to do or have done by section 46 of the 
charter of the village of Rutland. 

We find the liabilities of the town of Rutland to be the 
sum of one hundred twenty-two thousand seven hundred and 
eighty dollars and sixty-two cents — ;^ 1 22,780.62. The assets 
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were all agreed to by the respective parties, excepting the 
Town hall at Rutland, the Town hall at West Rutland and the 
town farm at West Rutland.
